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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's newly introduced claims language would require further consideration. It is noted that applicant's 
amendment arguments are directed to the intended use of the apparatus (i.e. "for instantaneous combining" rather than the structural 
differences between the claimed "mixer" and the prior art "mixer", which are given little patentable weight in apparatus claims. Moreover, 
applicant's arguments, which are directed to "Applicants' mixer is a mixing valve and pump combination having no reservoir or storage 
capacity for mixed fluids", are not commensurate in scope to the claimed invention of solely a "mixer". Even if arguendo one were to give 
significant patentable weight to "instantaneous combining" such language does not define over the structure of Mueller since the 
combining of fluids in the mixer R of Mueller is capable of being "instantaneous", i.e. instantly added fluids via the controller of Mueller. 
Moreover, Applicant is urged to define the claimed apparatus structurally over the prior art rather than relying on intended use language. 
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
